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Tus ancient records of the Royal Company 
of Archers in Scotland, having been deſtroyed 
by fire, about the beginning of the preſent cen · 
tury, no authentic traces of their inſtitution now 
remains. It is ſaid, that they owe their origin to 
the Commiſſioners appointed in the reign of 
James I. of Scotland, for enforcing and over-
